7M&&: O contradict falle reports of the Enemies, and 
= to redifie imperfe& ones of our own, con- 

| cerning the late Engagement , it hath: been 

thought fit to publiſh1 this following Narrative, 
MEE NG being very exact 1n all circumſtances, but thoſe 
of the enemies lols, which weare confident 1s tar greater then 
1s herein expreſled, though hitherto moſt diſ-ingeniouſly and 
artificially diſſembled by them ; ſo that we muſt be beholding | 
to more time to. tell the truth of it, Relating herein onely 
what was viſible to our whole Fleet. 

His Highneſs Prince Rwpert being gone off from our Fleet 
the Nine and twentieth of May, with Twenty lay] of good | 
Ships, and five Fireſhips, to joyn with a Squadron of Ten fayl 
more at Plymouth, his Grace the Duke of- Albemarle, on the 
One and thirtieth ſet ſay] for the Gurnfleet, out of the Downes, 
with Fifty four more, and four Fireſhips, the' Wind at N. Ar 
Ten of the Clock that Night we Anchored, the Northforeland 
being five Leagues from us, bearing N. W. "and by W. there 
being a freſh Gale atS. W. On F riday the firſt of Fune, at 
Four in the Morning we weighed and ſtood Northward, until 
Six in the Morn, when the Northforelands bore S. W. by S. {ix 
Leagues off: The Briſtol beirig'then four Leagues inthe N. E, 
of us, made Signal that ſhe diſcovered the Enemies Fleet, and 


we from Topmaſt-head made Eight or Ten ſay], which pro- 


ved the Hollands Scouts ; at Seven a Council of F lag-Officers 
was called aboard his Grace, whiere it was relolved:to bear 
with them, which we did, and at Ten we diſcov ered their 
Fleet, confi ſting of 84 fayl. At Eleven the Signall was given 
to draw into a Line of Battel,and at Twelve being one —_— 
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and half in the Wind of them, we bore up with them; they be- 
ing at Anchor then ſeven Leagues from Oftend, cut loole : All 
_ .our Fleet bore up upon them, except ſome of the White 
Squadron, at halt hour after One: - one of the Dutch Admirals 
fired the firſt Gun at the Clovetree, and then the fighr began, 
we ſtanding to the S. Eaſtward, a freſh gale of Wind at the 
S. W. ſo that we could not carry out our Lower Teer,and for 
fear of the Sands, where we found but fifteenFathom: ,we bore 
up and came to the other Tack ; we continued fighting all 
that day, till about Ten that Night, having fired four of their 
great Ships, ſunk a Vice-Admiral,and anocher ſhip: On our 
ſide Rere-Admiral Harman was much diſabled, having two 
Fireſhips on Board him, but by good fortune cleared himſelf 
again ; ſeveral other of our ſhips, had their Rigging and Sails 
very much ſhattered,and eſpecially the Admiral (his Courage 
carrying him foremoſt to all Dangers) to {uch a degree, as he 
was forced in the ſight of the Enemy to chop to an Anchor, 
till ſhe had brought new Sayls to the Yards, the old being ren- 
dred uſeleſs: ; Which having fin iy by 8. that night, we cut and 
caſt to the Weſtward ; as ſook as we had gathered .way, we 
tackt and ſtood through the Body of their Fleer, which by 9- 
we had done, then tackt to the Weſtward again. By this time 
they had taken from us the Swifiſure, the Seven Oakes, and 
Loyal George,. who ſtaying alittle behind, were cut fronj our 


Fleet. At Ten a Clock they ſtanding Eaſtward ,and we Weſt-, 


ward-parted for that Night. 


Saturday, Fune 2. at two inthe morning, we Tackt, and at 


three diſcovered their Fleet on our Lee-bow, and at ive, I2. 


ſay] on our Weather-bow, which we ſu ppoſed a (upply,or part | 


of their Fleet which we had ſevered the Night before ; at 7. we 


plyed to the Windward to engage the Enemy atreſh; we ha. 


ving the Wind, ſtanding to the Eaſtward, bore up round upon 
them and ſtood to the W eſtward , they then Tackt and ſtood 
to the Eaſtward; we then found that we wanted 7. ſayl of 
good Ships that were gone off diſabled from our Fleet; never- 
theleſs we engaged very hotly : At 10 we Tackt to the Eaſt- 


ward, and fought through the very Body of their Fleet, and
